By Congress 


He Tells Of 


PREPARATIONS MADE 
German Attempts to 


Sink American Ship 


But Is Apprehended 


President Puts Choice of Peace Or 


War Up To German War Head- 
quarters And Admiralty—Asks 
Authority To Use Any Means To 
Protect Citizens On The High 
Seas. 


WASHINGTON, FEB. 3—With diplomatic relations with Germany al- 


ready actually severed, President Wilson this afternoon assured the con- 


gress of the United States in a joint session, with the supreme court pres- 


ent, that he did not believe Germany deliberately will sacrifice American 


lives in the wilful prosecution of her ruthless naval program. 


"Only actual overt acts on their part can make, me -believe it even 


now," he declared in a voice quivering with emotion. 


But if such comes the President again will come before congress and 


it was made plain that if he were forced to do so he would demand repriv- 
als. 


The grave question of peace or war between the United 
States 
and 


Germany then reposes in the German 
great war headquarters 
and the 


German admiralty. 
If American lives are sacrificed in the new submarine 


operations, the nation has the assurance of its chief executive that he will 
demand from congress "authority to use any means that may be necessary 
for the protection of our seamen and our people ifTthe prosectJft'irfn of thelr 


peaceful and legitimate errands on the high seas." 


Just at the. very moment that the President began his address to con- 


gress, the law adviser of the state department, Lester N. Woolsey, handed 


passports to Ambassador Von Bernstorff. 
And with the announcement by 


the President that this action had been taken, made in his address, the 


senate and house broke into loud cheers. 


It was plain the action of the executive had a unanimous approval. If 


any additional evidence was needed to emphasize the great seriousness of 


the crisis confronting the people of the United States ,it was shown in the 


presence on the floor of the house of Chief Justice Edward Douglas White 


and the justice of the supreme court of the nation. 


Officials declared that never in the memory of any of them had the su- 


preme court been present at a joint session other than in the regular way 


and on occasion of inaugurations. 


When President Wilson announced his intention, if it should become 


necessary to again address the congress the Republicans led in the applause 


which swept across the chamber like the rattle of artillery.

Few nnimuls are more prolific than 


oysters, but of the million* of micro- 
scopic young that a single full grown 
oyster produces only n very small per- 
centage survive Infancy. 
The heavy 


natural mortality among oysters at all 
times Is particularly marked in their 
early months. Tho newly born young 
are for a few hours free swimming 
creatures, wafted about by tides and 
currents, and unless they settle down 
on a suitable surface they quickly p'cr- 
ish. 
After attaining the size that is 


visible to the naked eye tliey are not 
able lo change their position. When 
the temperature, density, tides and cur- 
rents are favorable the floating young 
go to the bottom and become attached 
to the shells of old oysters or to any 
other hard surfaces that may be pres- 
ent, but all that fall on a muddy or 
soft, sandy bottom or on slimy sur- 
faces soon perish. Modern oyster cul- 
ture alms primarily to save the free

wak Indians of Jamaica. 


When In 1-19-1, on his second voyage. 


Columbus discovered 
the island of 


Jamaica, it was populated by the Ara- 
wak Indians, who. although at first 
hostile to him. became friendly on his 
giving them clothing and other articles 
before unknown to thorn.
